A RELEASE TO MONDAY MORNING. 
PAPERS, NOV.13, 1933 (Three days be- 
fore recognition of the Soviet Union) 
The following release was given to the news- 
papers by then Senator H.D. Hatfield of West 


Virginia, on November 13, 1933, three days be- 
fore F.D.R., submitting to pressure by Maxim 


Litvinoff, recognized the Soviet Union. Commu- - 


nism was on the verge of collapse when. Roose- 
velt gave them added strength by this recogni- 
tion. The reward Senator Hatfield received for 
supporting American patriotism was his defeat 
for reelection to the U.S. Senate in the campaign 
of 1934,

States, I venture to manifest antagonism 
toward resuming diplomatic intercourse 
with Russia. I had hoped the President’s in- 
viting of Commisar Litvinoff to the White 
House»was only a red herring drawn across 
the trail to divert the people’s minds, start 
an argument on Bolshevism and thus 
conceal the collapse of N.R.A.

Flower St., Los Angeles California 
The national Committee for the Repeal of 
the McCarran Act is a new and vigorous organi- 
zation, sponsored or initiated by 30 prominent 
Americans, among them being four Methodist 
Bishops, two from the West. While the aims and 
purposes of this organization may not be de- 
scribed as un-American, yet they are certainly in 
harmony with the activities of the Communist 
apparatus in this country. 

I do not know and have never read of 
any Communist who did not want the 
McCarran Act repealed. Its repeal is a darl- 
ing ambition of Moscow and tremendous 
presure from Communist and Communist 
front groups is continually being brought 
to bear on Congress to that end. The repeal 
of the McCarran Act, known as the 
McCarran-Walter Immigration and Na-« 
tionality Act, would be a major victory for 
international Communism. 

This does not mean that the 30 
“initiators” are Communists. There is pos- 
sibly not a card-carrying Communist among 
them. They are “soft touches” when it 
comes to. star-gazing internationalism. 
Most of them are Socialists and one- 
worlders. Some of them are personally sym- 
pathetic with the outwardly stated ideals and 
aims of Communism. Indeed it would pay 
my readers, if théy can lay their hands on 
the Oct. 1955 number of American Mercury, 
page 51 and read “Immigration 1956 Issue.” 
This is not only an illuminating article but 
a warning that all good Americans must 
soner or later face. 

The immigration problem goes to the 
very heart of our security as a nation. For 
instance in my city of Los Angeles we are 
faced with a most menacing juvenile 
delinquency contagion. We pick up the 
morning paper and read of gang murders 
and even worse. We read the names of those 
participating in this gangsterism. Not 
twenty-five per cent of them are American 
names. Youth crime in my city is largely a 
question of the foreign element. 

Back in the days of prohibition, 
America ‘became world-famous for racke- 
teering and hoodlumism. The statistics 
showed that 86% of the gangsters and 
hoodlums that brought world shame on our 
nation were foreigners and of immediate 
foreign extraction. The FBI statictics, when 
released, place the preponderance of crime 
upon that part ef our citizenship, either 
born in foreign lands or coming from 
parents thus born. 

It is no secret that European and 
Asiatic ideals and moral standards are very 
different from those of America. We are 
poisoned as a nation with Communism and 
Socialism, not from American sources. We 
sent our young men to Europe to fight two 
world wars and received in return the cor- 
ruption of American ideals and moral 
standards as in no other manner and from 
no other source. Our boys brought back and 
are bringing today an ideological poison 
that may doom our civilization. 

The advocates of unlimited immigra- 
tion have a tear-wet apeal that pictures 
starved children and jobless men and 
women, often brought to their present 
predicament by the very evils we seek to

only recognizing a government that would 
destroy our religion, but one which would 
destroy what remains of our Republic. 

Since last March 4, the Russian imprint 
on the minds of those in control of this 
nation’s destiny has been unmistakable. It 
was evident when the President from his 


bedside called for dispatches from Moscow.” 


It was evident in the N.RA., which is 
merely an adaptation of Russia’ s Marxian 
5-year plan. It was evident from the Russian 
conversations in London of professor Moley, 
who had admiringly welcomed Commissar 
Litvinoff to America. It was evident in the 
expeditionary voyage of Senator McAdoo. 

Those who favor recognition of Russia 
are suposed to have a great tolerance and 
breadth of mind. But is that really so? Is 
our trade with Russia to be financed by the 
American government? If so, that means 
displacement of so many Americans from 
present and future jobs. Are they to pay 
us with money obtained from exports to 
other nations? If so, then they displace by 
so much exports that formerly went into 
these markets. 

When it is considered Russia has an area 
of 8,000,000 square miles, a climate ranging 
from the Arctic to nearly torrid; with 
167,000,000 regimented population, and with 


enormous natural resources, unsurpassed by’ 


any contiguous area in the world, it can be 
seen that we would be financing our great- 
est potential commercial rival. Is that good 
business? 

Metternich, who fought Democracy with 
an iron hand under a velvet glove, proved 
to the world that governments cannot con- 
quer an idea. No one advocates the policy 
of a modern Metternich towards Russia. 
We can wisely let the experiment proceed, 
hoping that the Russian people—and our- 
selves, too—eventually can come back to 
sanity. 

It is stated that recognition involves no 
approval of the Russian way of life.*That is 
arrant sophistry. Such mental processes de- 
scend to the same depths of moral ignomy 
as was displayed when our government con- 
doned repudiation of the letter of its bonds. 

Can a mere paragraph of high-sounding 
words assure the American people that 
Moscow does not intend to foment a Red 
revolution here? The facts of record, as 
adduced by Representative Hamilton Fish, 
Jr., are to the contrary. 

The prospect of an enormous trans-oce- 
anic trade with Russia is dangled before our 
eyes. Ought we to yield to this kind of 
blandishment? Should America’s morals, or 
her religion, be put up for sale? 

It would appear further that after lend- 
ing $28,000,000,000 of American money to 
public and private borrowers in fc-cign 
lands, and being confronted with defaults 
on the greater part of these immense sums, 
that we had learned our lesson.If private 
creditors will not lend to Russia, is it any 
better risk for the government of the 
United States? With all due respect to Com- 
missar Litvinoff and Senator McAdoo, We 
cannot forget that the latter in his day was 
one of the greatest spenders of modern 
times. 

A dole of nearly $1,000,000,000 has 
been spent, or is being spent in support of 
NRA. If any further dole be decreed to sus- 
tain this tottering edifice, by all means let 
it be given direct to our suffering people, 
rather than to Russia. 

We have had enough of “Guinea Pig” 
- government in the United States. By that 
I mean the kind of government. that views 
it’s citizens as a vast horde of Lilliputians, 
incapable of managing their own affairs, and 
whose ‘principle obligation is to toil to sup- 
port a luxurious bureaucracy. I mean the 
. kind of government that. looks upon its 
citizens as a vast laboratary of Guinea Pigs, 
on which. the experiments of economic 
theorists may. be performed,

Shall this -claque now. lead us into financ- 
ing extinction of what remains of democra- 
cy in western civilization? Can we be sure 
that Russia has stifled a yearning for a 
warm water port, in quest of which she 
fought four unsuccessful wars? 

‘Do we want to finance another war, when 
we have scarcely begun to pay for the last 
one, that brought the victors (ourselves 
excluded) $100,000,000,000 booty in seized 
lands, indemnities, and trade privileges and 
set up a train of woe that afflicts the world, 
and particularly the American people to this 
day? 

I am aware that the extinction of dem- 


‘ocracy might prove palatable to such theor- 


ists as professors Moley, Berle, Ezekiel and 
Tugwell, who might be described as the 
‘Red Cell” of the present Administration, 
as evidenced by the bills they sponsored 
and put over during the hysteria of ‘the 
hundred days—but are the American peo- 
ple ready to say goodbye for ever to the 
teachings -of George Washington, Thomas 
Jefferson and Abe Lincoln? 

If, as stated by a high NRA administra- 
tor, we have reached the half-way house 
between Democracy and Socialism, and if, 
as he states that half-way house is better 
than the democracy that our forefathers 
practiced, then, I inquire why not go on to 
the full Marxian Socialism? The truth is 
that neither NRA nor NEP has proved 
able to provide economic security to the in- 
dividual man. The formersrests on prodig- 
ious doles. The latter is here pleading for 
financial sustenance.

Let us not be diverted, if such is the pur- 
pose, by an extended debate on Russia. We 
can well afford to wait until. Bolshevism 
has proved itself better than Democracy.

“Four days after the Lyubimov con- 
certs there was scheduled in Moscow an- 
other evening of folk songs and reading 
from Yiddish literature featuring the re- 
ee Yiddish artist of Chernovitz, Sidi

Mr. Salsberg visited with Rabbi S. 
Shlifer, chief rabbi of Moscow. The inter- 
view continues: “The rabbi informed Mr. 
Salsberg that a new prayer book for Sab- 
bath and holiday services is now in print, 


and will be completed before the coming 


high holidays. ‘It will be,’ said Rabbi 
Shlifer, ‘a very fine technical job because 
the appropriate government agencies have 
made available the finest book paper for 
this purpose.’ 

Mr. Sals- 
berg, ‘the prayer book will be in -nusach, 
sfard (sephardic text). These prayer books 
will be made available to all synagogues 
in the Soviet Union.’

1. NATIONAL ORIGINS QUOTA SYSTEM 
(a).The Immigration and Nationality. Act 
The Immigration and Nationality Act 
carries forward the national origins quota 
system pursuant to which the annual quota 
of any quota area is one sixth of one per- 
centum of the number of inhabitants in the 
continental United States in 1920 attribu- 
table by national origin to such quota area, 
but each quota area has at least a mini- 
mum quota of 100. The annual quotas ag- 
gregate 154,653. There are no quota limi- 
tations on aliens who are natives of inde- 
pendent countries of the Western Hemis- 
phere or who are the child or spouse of a 
citizen of the United States. There are like- 
wise no numerical limitations on non-immi- 
grant aliens seeking temporary admission 
(students, visitors, trainees, etc.). 


During fiscal year 1954, there were. a 
total of 208,177 immigrants admitted into 
the United States for permanent residence 
under the Immigration and Nationality Act. 
Of this number, 94,098 were quota immi- 
grants and 114,079 were nonquota immi- 
grants. These statistics do not include immi- 
grants admitted pursuant to special legis- 
lation such as th Refugee Relief Act. Dur- 
ing fiscal year 1952 (the last fiscal year 
prior to the enactment of the Immigration 
and Nationality Act) there were a total of 
186,342 immigrants admittd into the United 
States for permanent residence. Of this 
number, 117,051 were quota immigrants 
and 69,2°%. were nonquota immigrants. 
These stat._tics likewise do not include aliens 
admitted pursuant to special legislation. It 
is thus evident that immigration to the 
United States has increased since the enact- 
ment of the Immigration and Nationality 
Act. This is due principally to the more lib- 
eral provisions of the Act pertaining to non 
quota classes. For example, under the old 
law only the female spouse of an American 
citizen was entitled to nonquota status. 
Under the Immigration and Nationality 
Act either spouse of an American citizen 
is entitled to nonquota status. 

The year 1920 was the date of the first 
census immediately prior to the enactment 
of the national origins quota system, but the 
ascertainment of the national origin of the 
population of the United States was made by 
a special commission of experts who studied 
the background of each of the many seg- 
ments of our population. At that time it was 
ascertained that five sixth of the population 
of the United States traced its national 
origin to Northern and Western Europe, one 
sixth to Southern and Eastern Europe and 
an infinitesimal number to oriental coun- 
tries. 

(b). Leftist Proposed Amendments 

It is proposed by the Leftist forces that 
the annual quota of any quota area shall be 
one sixth of one per centum of the number 
of inhabitants in the continental United 
States in 1950 attributable by national origin 
to such quota area. Since the population of 
the United States has increased tremen- 
dously since 1920 (the base year for fixing 
quotas under the Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act), the net effect of the pro- 
posal to change the base year to 1950 would 
be to increase the quotas by at least 85,000 
annually.

and Eastern Europe. This would emasculate the 
national origins immigration system which 
seeks to preserve the basic cultural composition 
of the United States. The philosophy underlying 
our national origins quota system is stated by 
the House Committee on Immigration and 
Naturalization of the 68th Congress as follows: 


“Since it is the axiom of political science 
that a government not imposed by external 
force is the visible expression of the ideals, 
standards, and social viewpoint of the people 
over which it rules, it is obvious that a change 
in the character of composition of the popu- 
lation must inevitably result in the evolution of 
a form of government consonant with the base 
upon which it rests. If, therefore, the princi- 
ples .of individual liberty, guarded by a con- 
stitutional government created on this conti- 
nent nearly a century and a half ago, is to en- 
dure, the basic strain of our population must 
be maintained and our economic standards 
preserved.” 

During fiscal year 1954 there were 60,559 
unused quota numbers. These are prncipally 
from Northern and Western European countries. 
By assuring the use of unused quota numbers 
and by increasing the natural quotas by 85,000, 
the proposal would thus increase annual quota 
immigration by more than two and a half times 
with a total annual immigration (both quota 
and nonquota) of over 350,000. Other proposals 
of the Leftist forces are to abolish the national 
origins quota system entirely and to substitute 
a politically appointed board to fix quotas for 
various groups. ; 


2. ORIENTALS 


(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 
The Immigration and Nationality Act es- 
tablishes quotas for oriental countries in the 
world. The old law excluded aliens of certain 
races (principally oriental) entirely. The Immi- 
gration and Nationality Act provides, however, 
that orientals born in  non-oriental countries 
must be chargeable to quotas for orientals. 


(b). Leftist Proposed Amendment 


It is proposed by the Leftist forces that 
this limitation be removed from the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act, so that orientals could 
use the quota of the country in which they 
are born and if they are born in nonquota 
countries of the Western Hemisphere, they 
would be immediately eligible for immigration 
to the United States without numerical limita- 
tions. It is estimated that there are over 600,000 
orientals who are natives of nonquota countries 
of the Western Hemisphere alone. All three 
major oriental groups in “the United States -- 
Chinese-American, Japanese-American, and 
Philippine America”. endorsed the Immigration 
and Nationality Act as realistic and sound. 


3. DEPENDENT COLONIES 
(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 

Under the Immigration and Nationality Act, 
dependent colonies may not use over 100 quota 
numbers annually of the mother country. 
(b). Leftist Proposed Amendment 

It is proposed that this provision be elimi- 
nated. “hus, under the proposal the natives of 
the dependent colonies of Great Britain, with a 
quota af 65,000, could utilize as much of the 
quota as would be available. 
4. PROCEDURES 
(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 

The Immigration and Nationality Act is 
grounded on the pronouncement of the Supreme 
Court that immigration to the United States is 
a privilege and not a right. Accordingly, the 
decisions of the American Consul abroad de- 
nying visas have not been subject to judicial 
review only by way of writ of habeas corpus. 
(b). Leftists Proposed Amendment 


It is proposed by the Leftist forces that a 

Board of Visa Appeals be established within 
the Department of State to review consular de- 
cisions. Under the Administration Procedures 
Act the decisions of the Board of Visa Appeals 
would in turn be subject to court review. It 
would be virtually impossible for an American 
Consul abroad to sustain his findings in an 
American court thousands of miles away. 
This would be especially true in security cases 
where the declination is often based upon 
government reports and in medical cases where 
the declination is often based upon the findings 
of mediczl examiners abroad. 


. 5. SECURITY CASES 


(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 

Under the Immigration and Nationality Act, 
the Consular Officer, at the time of the appli- 
cation for a visa, and the Attorney General at 
the time of application for admission, may de- 
cline to issue a visa or admit an alien if they 
find or have reascn to believe that the alien 
seeks to enter the United States to engage in 
activities which would endanger the welfare, 
safety’ or security of the United States. 


(b). Leftist proposed Amendment 


It is proposed by the Leftist forces that 
both the Consular Officer and the Attorney Gen- 


eral be forced to establish in court the grounds _ 
upon which the alien is refused a visa or is ex-" ©

6. ADJUSTMENT OF STATUS 
(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 
It is estimated that there are from 3 to 5 


million aliens illegally in the United States. 
Under the Immigration and Nationality Act, 
provision is made for the adjustment of status 
of illegal aliens to that of permanent residents 
under certain carefully prescribed limitatons 
and subject to Congressionl review.- Every year 
— 10,000 and 15,000 such cses are process- 
ed. 

(b). Leftist Proposed Amendment 

It is proposed by the Leftist forces that the 

Attorney General may, in his discretion, adjust 
‘the status of any alien within the United States 
to that of an alien lawfully admitted to perma- 
nent residence, provided he finds that the alien 
is a person of good moral character, that such 
relief is not contrary to the best interests of the 
United States and that the alien is otherwise de- 
serving of relief. On the basis of past experience 
and the political pressures inherent in such a 
proposed system, it is clear that the proposal 
would completely emasculate our deportation 
system and further the incentive for illegal 
entry. é 

7. CRIMINALS 

(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 


The Immigration and Nationality Act 
exempts from deportation an alien who is de- 
portable for a crime, but who has received a 
pardon in the United States for the crime. 

(b). Leftist proposed Amendment 

It fs proposed by the Leftist forces that an 
alien shall not be excluded upon the basis of a 
crime for which he has received a pardon, irre- 
spective of the place of procurement. Thus, 
under the Leftist proposal, the admission into 
the United States of convicted aliens would be 
at the discretion of the governing authorities in 
the foreign country. It is also proposed by the 
Leftist forces that no alien be deported by rea- 
son of any conduct occuring more than 10 years 
prior to the institution of deportation proceed- 
ings. It should be noted that it often takes 
several years to detect and apprehend a crimi- 
nal alien. In New York City alone some few 
years ago, there was a_ backlog of investiga- 
tions of illegal aliens of approximately 50,000. 


8. LOSS OF NATIONALITY 
(a). The Immigration and Nationality Act 


For generations the laws have provided that 
naturalized citizens lose their citizenship if they 
return to the country of their origin and re- 
establish residence for three years or establish 
residence for five years in-any other country 
without returning to the United States. The 
Immigration and Nationality Act contains ex- 
ceptions in specific cses of hardship. 

(b). Leftist Proposed Amendment 

It is proposed by the Leftist forces that 
there be no loss of nationality by residence 
abroad. Thus, under the _ Leftist . proposal, 
naturalized citizens would enjoy the protection 
of the American Flag, social security benefits 
and the iike though they may never return to 
the United States or perform any of the duties 
of citizenship.

avoid in America. The displaced person 
appeal is a sobbing story and none can deny 
it. So is the recital of plagues and _pesti- 
lences that have ravished mankind and 
which we fence away as though the very 
survival of humanity depended upon it. Why 
not transport the hundreds of thousands of 
lepers to our nation? It would even be 
humanitarian, though criminally foolish, to 
empty the asylums and prisons of the 
world and prepare for their inmates in the 
good old U.S.A. 


We have turned our purses upside 
down and are seeking to finance the world. 
Some of our dreamers believe in going even 
further and, at the risk of our ideology 
and civilization, making our country the 
dumping ground of the world’s unfortun- 
ates. If there should not be aeback-wash of 
the destruction of all we hold dear, follow- 
ing such a policy, it might be justified on 
the ground of altruism. But history is al- 
ready written. It is not only written in our 
own country, as a result of the initiation of 
foreign ideology, but it is written in the en- 
tire history of mankind. God ‘hammered 
relentlessly on the necessity of Israel and 
Judah protecting themselves from the 
cheap and false ideologies of neighboring 
countries. Their idols constituted a most 
menacing threat. Muddy the stream of 
civilization or Christianity by turning in 
the poisonous tributaries of Communism or 
paganism and the end is disaster. It has 
always been. 

Such reasoning as this, founded upon 
the realistic facts of human relationships, 
has caused men like Senator McCarran, 
whose name is most prominently mentioned 
with reference to this law, to seek to sanely 
and. in a humanitarian manner build a 
barrier of law against unlimited entrance of 
foreign immigrants and ideals into the 
United States.

She can not do so by opening the gates 
to the corrupting influences and personali- 
ties of the world’s less fortunate peoples. 

I am the last man on earth to claim 
that this country has not benefited by the 
coming to our shores of thousands of 
foreign peoples who squght asylum and op- 
portunity here. My own people thus came to 
America. But they also fought in the revo- 
lutionary war to set up and maintain on 
these shores a nation of freedom and law 
and order. We can not afford to surrender 
that eternal vigilance by which our inval- 
uable ideals are fortified and caused to 
perpetuate themselves. 

Four Bishops of the Methodist Church may 
not have meant to do it. They may have been 
thoughtless. They may not have studied the facts. 
They may not have read well their own Bible

Quite naturally the editors of LOOK are free 
to publish their views on “THE POSITION OF 
THE JEWS IN AMERICA TODAY.” But when 
For years, the Jews have put forth the false- 
hood that there are 5,500,000 Jews in the United 
States, while the sum of the Jews scattered over 
the nation today totals over 13,000,000. The 
Jews, realizing that millions of Americans dis- 
approve of them as citizens, try to keep their 
real numbers secret. 

The statement that 6,000,000 Jews were 
slaughtered by Hitler is totally incorrect. At that 
time there were less than 600,000 Jews in 
Germany, and many of them left the state when 
Hitler’s policy became known. 

As to their patriotism, Washington wrote in 
his Memoirs that the action of the Jews in 
manipulating the currency to their advantage 
during our fight for independence, was more 
destructive to our cause than the bullets of the 
enemy. When General Grant learned how the 
Jews were robbing the people left in the wake 
of war behind his army, he ordered them out. 
But even in that day their power in Washing- 
ton was sufficient to have the order revoked. 
The efforts of the Jews to avoid the draft are 
too well established for discussion. The fact that 
here and there a Jew rendered conspicuous or 
even gallant service in a combat unit only serves 
to bring that situation into clear perspective. 

Again, 
country, it was not so long ago that Jewish 
leaders, meeting in Paris, proposed that the Jews 
over the world be allowed a double allegiance, 
a primary allegiance to Israeli, and a secondary 
allegiance, to the country in which they were 
domiciled at the moment.

But the Jews are frank in admitting 
their real position. As an example, a Rabbi 
points with pride to the close affinity between 
Comunism and Judaism. Another states that 
the Talmud contains the basic principles that 
still govern the Jews, especially in their deal- 
ings with Christians. One Jew sized up the situ- 
ation in a few words when he said: “We Jews 
are always the same. We squawk to High 
Heaven when we think we are being persecuted, 
but we are the tyrants of the world when we 
rule.” 

As for Israeli, it has been-the scene of the 
greatest atrocity in history. No crime through- 
out the world compares with the cruelty aecord- 
ed the Arabs in that area. We, a supposedly 
Christian nation, were the first to acknowledge 
and approve of the consumation *of that  un- 
paralleled tragedy. It helped the Administration~ 
of that day politically at home; but it established 
definitely a situation that will lead to World 
War III.
